ELIMINATING OVERFLOW IN FIXTURES. 

Plumbers, manufacturers, sanitary engineers and others 
interested in the plumbing trade are invited by A. C. 
Shaver, Room 12, City Hall, Pasadena, Cal., one of a com- 
mittee on research work, to give any information which 
they can on a matter which is made clear in the following 
letter which has been sent out by him: 

“At the last meeting of the American Society of In- 
spectors of Plumbing and Sanitary Engineers, the Com- 
mittee on Sanitary Research embodied in its report a short 
article on the ‘Elimination of the Overflow’ in modern 
plumbing fixtures. During ‘the past few months several 
letters have been sent out from manufacturers of plumb. 
ing fixtures requesting information on this subject. 

“It is a recognized fact that the fouling space in the 
lavatory and bath tub overflows gives rise to a great deal 
of complaint, and certain manufacturers have tried to over- 
come this trouble by enlarging the overflow chamber on 
the lavatory so that it can be more easily swabbed out 
There was a time when all plumbing fixtures were pro- 
vided with overflow pipes, but experience has shown them 
to be unnecessary in most cases. The lavatory, used many 
times as urinal and slop hopper in hotels and rooming 
houses, and the universal custom of washing handker- 
chiefs and small pieces of linen in the bath tub and lava- 
tory, have caused many people to shun these fixtures, while 
away from home, on account of the possibility of infec- 
tion from filth retained in the foul overflow chambers. 
This is especially true of the standing waste and over- 
flow. 

By answering the following questions you can help in 
vetting together reliable data on this subject and also 
furnish a topic for discussion at the next convention of the 
society, so that the results may be preserved for reference.

vreatest argument against this type of trap. In some sec- 
tions of the country this point outweighs all other ad- 
vantages that the trap may have, and results in its being 
cast out, while in other sections, for instance in many 
parts of New England, the drum trap is everywhere used 


on the best work. This trap can be made more self- 
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scouring by connecting the inlet waste pipe nearly on a 
tangent, rather than into the center of the trap. While 
the drum trap does not have the self-scouring features 
of the S trap, it generally has a larger and deeper seal, 
is less hable to the danger of evaporation, and very much 
less liable to siphonage. 

Thus both the drum and the S type of traps each have 


certain advantages and certain disadvantages, and it really 
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comes down to a matter of weighing them against each 
other, with a personal decision as to which will give the 


best service under the conditions that exist. 


RUSTY WATER. 


Editor “Domestic K[Engineerine”’:—Some time ago I! 
asked vou for information in reference to a range boiler 
which discharges rusty water whenever the water boils. 
Your answer was to the effect that the trouble could prob- 
ably be overcome by using a thirty gallon boiler. [ will 
now state that we had used a thirty gallon boiler con- 
nected to a small No. 1 laundry stove and the result is 
that when the water boils it 1s so full of rust that it is 
not fit to use for bathing purposes. 

There must be some chemical that can be applied to 
a cast iron water back, which will alter this condition. 
Kindly let me know what the best remedy is for this 
trouble.

Correspondent’s second letter would seem to show that 
the rusting of the hot water comes from the quality of 
In all probability the water is soft, and

the water supply. 
attacks the cast iron water front, causing rust. 
water will not do this as a general rule. 

The trouble can be overcome by the use of a brass 
water front. This, however, is an expensive remedy, and 
it might be difficult in some cases to procure such a water 
front. 

Another course that will sometimes solve the difficulty 
is to take the water front out and fill it with water con- 
taining milk of lime. After this has stood in the water 
front for a time, it will form a protective coating over the 
surface of the cast iron. This is actually what often hap- 
pens when hard water is used, and is often the reason why 
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he hard water does not attack the iron. We would ad- 
ise correspondent to try the milk of lime, and would 
like to know the result.

The noise caused by the working of meters is often a 
source of annoyance, for in the case of iron piping, a noise 

this kind telephones through the piping. 

We do not see how the removal of the meter to the 
sidewalk, or the use of an air-chamber would remedy the 
dificulty, as neither of these would get at the seat of the 
trouble. We would ask whether another meter has been 

ied. Sometimes changing meters will overcome the 
nnoyance. If this does not have the desired result, how- 


ver, we would suggest putting in a short prec ot lead 


ve near the meter. Vibrations and noises are not tele 


} 


phoned through lead pipe to the extent that they are 


elephoned through iron pipe, and we believe the use of 
his short piece of lead would effectually put an end to 


the objectionable noises.
